NOTIFICATION BY THE SOUTH TNDIA COTTON 
ASSOCIATION, COIMBATORE-18. 

The approval of the Deputy Director, Forward Markets 
Commission, under Sub-section (1) of Section 11 of the 
Forward Contracts (Regulation) Act, 1952, (74 of 1952) 
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read with the Government of India, Ministry of Commerce & 
Industry, Notification No. S.O. 1162 dated the 4th May, 1960 
has been obtained on the 8th December, 1981 to the following 
amendments made to the By-laws of the South India Cotion 
Association, Coimbatore. 

AMENDMENTS 

In the said By-laws : 

1. For the existing By-law 1(7), the following shall be sub¬ 
stituted, namely : 

“The Executive Committee means the Executive Com¬ 
mittee of the South fndia Cotton Association, acting 
through at least a quorum of their number at a meeting 
o£ Executive Committee duly called and constituted. It 
may also be referred to as ‘Board’ in the By-laws and 
elsewhere." 

2. The existing By-law 1(8) shall be substituted by the 
following, namely : 

“The Surveyors mean the list of persons appointed by 
the Executive Committee to settle the disputes arising out 
of or in connection with contracts, whether forward or 
ready, whether between members or between a member 
and a non-member regarding weight and quulity 
matters."

following that on which the survey and/or appeal is 
finally disposed of. Failing such notice the buyer must 
weigh over the bales with the allowance awarded”. 

21. For the existing By-law 44(a), the following shall be 
substituted, namely : 

X'ariellex in which NTSD Contracts can he made 

44(a). “NTSD contracts may be entered into on the basis 
of specified descriptions for quality, class and staple or on 
the basis of sample of anv variety us may be permitted by 
the Executive Committee with the approval of the Forward 
Markets Commission and shall be entered into at fixed 
prices”. 

22. The existing By-law 53 shall be substituted by the 
following, namely ; 

Terms of Fair Tender 

53. “Cotton tendered against all types of contracts under 
these By-laws will be considered ‘not a fair tender’ if the 
variety sold is— 

(i) declared not of the description sold; or 

<ii) awarded an ‘off allowance exceeding 1/16" ‘off’ in 
Staple and li Grade ‘off’ in Grade below contracted 
quality; or 

fiii) found to be false or fraudulently packed; or 

(iv) does not bear the specific mark prescribed for the 
facloiy in which it is pressed, in conformity with 
provisions of the Ginning and Pressing Factories 
Act and the rules made thereunder. Tn all these 
circumstances the buyer shall have a right to reject 
the tender.” 

23. For the existing By-law 55(1), the following shall be 
substituted, namely : 

Buyers' right, if tender not approved 

55(1) “Tf in a Survey, the cotton tendered is declared ‘not 
a fair tender’ the buver shall be entitled to reject the same 
in which case he shall either—■ 

(a) invoice it back at the spot rate of the dav follow¬ 
ing that on which the final decision is given under 
By-law 7(A) in Survey or under Bv-law 9A, in case 
of Appeal, before the Appeal Committee. 

(b) buv at the market rate on account and at (he risk 
and expenses of the seller, cotton of the description 
sold. 


FOR Contracts 

74 "Notwithstanding anything to the contrary contained in 
any other By-laws. 

Full Allowance Clause 

(i) The FOR Contracts on the basis of basic samples 
or description can be entered into subject to Full 
Allowance Clause or Rejection Clause as provided 
under sub-clause (ii) below and if neither of the 
above clauses arc stated explicitly in the contracts 
then the contract shall be treated as the contract 
subject to the full allowance clause. 

Rejection Clause 

(ii) Under FOR. Contracts entered into with Rejection 
Clause, in the case of dispute as to quality. Mess 
the contract provides that the quality shall be passed 
by the buyer before despatch or delivery of cotton, 
if it is adjudged in the final award as more than 
1/16" ‘off’ in staple and more than li Grade ‘off’ 
in Grade than the contracted Grade and Staple or 
from the approved sample, the buyer is entitled to 
reject the cotton and invoice back the cotton at the 
spot rate of the cotton contracted for, fixed for the 
day following the date of the final award”. 

26. After the existing By-law 75, the following new By-laws 
shall be added, namely : 

Standards 

76. (1) The Committee of Surveyors appointed by the 
South India Cotton Association and the Committee of Sur¬ 
veyors appointed by any other recognised association permit¬ 
ted by the Forward Markets Commission to regulate trading 
in NTSD contracts in all varieties of cotton grown in India, 
hereinafter referred to as ‘Joint Surveyors Committee’ shall 
together prepare or cause to be prepared bv such agency and 
at such times as the respective Boards of the Associations 
together may. from time to time, decide or approve of, two 
sets of Standards, viz., 

(i) the Working Standards 

and 

(ii) the Reference Standards of various grades of cotton 
of the respective growths tenderable against con¬ 
tracts and report the same to the Joint Standards 
Committee referred to in Clause (4). 

The minimum number of grades for which stan¬ 
dard samples shall be prepared shall be Extra-Super 
Fine, Superfine, Fine (Basis), Fully Good, Good to 
Fully Good and Good. 

(2) The Joint Surveyors Committee of Surveyors shall 
also prepare or cause to be prepared ip the like manner 
Standards for various staple lengths from 17 mm to 40 mm 
with a difference of l mm in between each staple standard 
and for further staple lengths as may be decided by the 
respective Boards of the Associations, in consultation with 
each other, from time to time, and report the same to the 
Joint Standards Committee referred to in Clause (4) below. 
Standards for various staple lengths shall be prepared from 
any suitable varieties approved by the respective Boards, in 
consultation with each other, from time to time. 
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(3) Whenever Standards arc to lie prepared for various 
grades and staple lengths of cotton grown in a 
particular region, a tectinical representative Irom 
the regional association recognised by the Govern¬ 
ment lor that region shall dc associated with the 
preparation of Standards. 

(41 There shall be a Joint Standards Committee consis¬ 
ting of not more than five persons chosen by the 
Board of the South India Cotton Association from 
the foil members or their authorised or nominated 
representatives and not more than five persons 
chosen by the Board of any other recognised Asso¬ 
ciation permitted by the Forward Markets Com¬ 
mission to regulate trading in NTSD Contracts in ail 
varieties of cotton grown in India, from the mem¬ 
bers of that Association or their authorised or no¬ 
minated representatives for the purpose of passing 
the Standards prepared or caused to be prepared by 
the Joint Surveyors Committee. The quorum for 
the meeting of the Joint Standards Committee shall 
be six. If there is no quorum on the meeting day, 
the meeting shall stund postponed to the next 
working day and the number of persons present at 
such adjourned meeting shall form the quorum. 
The respective Boards may grant an honorarium 
to the members of the Standards Committee. 

(5) The Senior most Surveyor or the Secretary of the 
respective Associations shall, after the Standards 
havo been passed by the Joint Standards Committee, 
report to the respective Boards. 

(i) the number of standards prepared and passed 

and 

(ii) the reason for not preparing or passing any 
other standard or standards. 

(6) The Secretaries of the respective associations shall, 
from time to time, notify to the members of their 
Associations, the passing of Standards by the Joint 
Standards Committee. It shall be competent to any 
member or members of the South India Cotton 
Association and any other recognised association 
permitted by the Forward Markets Commission to 
regulate trading in NTSD contracts in all varieties 
of cotton grown in India, and the Textile Com¬ 
missioner to inspect the same, on condition of not 
being touched in the case of Standards for Grades 
and to prefer an appeal against any Standard or 
Standards to the Joint Standards Appeal Commit¬ 
tee, hereinafter referred to, within ten days from 
the date of such notification, on payment in 
advance of an Appeal Fee of Rs. 100/- per 
Standard. In the event of the appeal being suc¬ 
cessful, one half of the fee shall be refunded to the 
Appellant. 

(7) There shall be a Joint Standards Appeal Committee 
consisting of six persons, three chosen bv the Board 
of the South India Cotton Association from the 
full members or their authorised or nominated re¬ 
presentatives of that Association and three chosen 
by the Board of any other recognised association 
permitted bv the Forward Markets Commission to 
mgulate trading in NTSD contracts in all varieties of 
cotton grown in India, from the members or their 
authorised or nominated representatives of that 
Association, including the Presidents/Chairmen of 


the respective Boards. 'The Committee may elect 
its own Chairman. The Boards of the respective 
Associations may grant an honorarium to rhe 
members of such committee. 

(8) After an inspection of Stanadard or Standarads appea¬ 
led aganist, the Joint Standards Appeal Committee 
shall have power to revise the same. The unani¬ 
mous or majority decision of Ibc Joint Standards 
Appeal Committee shall be final and binding. 

(9) The complete sets of Standards so prepared shall 
be kept in possession of the respective Secretaries 
in the Rooms of the South India Colton Association 
and any other recognised association permitted by 
the Forward Markets Commission to regulate tra¬ 
ding in NTSD contracts in ail varieties of cotton 
grown in India- 

(10) The Worknig Standards shall be available to the 
Surveyors or Umpire in Surveys and to the 
Appeal Committee for reference and to the Boards 
of the South India Cotton Association and any 
other recognised association permitted by the For¬ 
ward Markets Commission to regulate trading in 
NTSD contracts in all varieties of cotton grown in 
India, for inspection at any time. 

(11) The Standards for various grades of cotton and 
for various staple lengths which are in vogue at 
the East India Cotton Association on the date of 
adoptions of these By-laws shall be adopted 
by the South India Cotton Association to begin 
vvith and all alterations and preparations ol ftiLure 
Standards shall be done jointly by the South India 
Cotton Association and any other recognised asso¬ 
ciation permitted by the Forward Markets Com¬ 
mission to regulate trading in NTSD contracts 
in all varieties of cotton grown in India as per 
By-law 76, 

77(1) The Working Standards may be examined from 
time to time by Surveyors, Panel of Surveyors, 
Appeal Committee or the Joint Standards Com¬ 
mittee and, if at any time, in their opinion, any 
standard has changed from its original condition, 
they may with the Joint prior permission of the 
Boards of the respective Associations, take neces¬ 
sary steps to revise or replace it subject to th» pro¬ 
visions of By-lay 76 in order to bring it into 
accord with 'the corresponding reference stan¬ 
dards. 

(2) New Standards for growths or Grades of cotton foi 
which there have been no standards previously, 
shall come into use with effect from such date or 
dates as the Boards of the respective associations 
may from time to tmie jointly determine. 

(3) In the event of any Standard or Standards in use 
for the year rising destroyed or damaged by fire or 
through any other cause whatsoever, the Boards 
shall jointly have power to instruct the Joint 
Surveyors Committee to preoare or cause to be pre¬ 
pared new sets of Standards to replace such as 
have been so destroyed or damaged subject to the 
provisions of By-law 76. 

78. The Standard Descriptions of cotton with basic grade 
and staple tenderable shall be us specified in the Schedule 
appended to this By-law :
